Following close behind the 
resolutions of non-cooperation by 
the “aculty Senate and the Student 
Senate, President Bond has 
proposed the establishment of a 
President's Advisory Council 
(PAC) “to provide a mechanism 
for communication among. all 
governance areas of the university 
community.” 

The PAC would be composed 
of faculty, administrators, 
students. and staff (including the 
Chairs of both Senates and the 
Chair of Staff Council). It would 
“act as an advisory body to the 
President” and be responsible for 
“identifying key areas of major 
concern onthe campus,” according 
to the proposal.

In a statement issued yesterday, 
Bond stated. “The faculty Senate 
seems to be taking the position that 
all committees in the university 
should be senaie commuttees and 
that faculty participation on those 
committees should be generated 
therefore exclusively by the 
Faculty Senate.” 

Bond continued, “! have a firm 
commitment to faculty and student 


Faculty Senate, said that it looked 
to him like another executive com- 
mittee He said it might be another 
step towards creating a governance 
system separate from the es- 
tablished system which involves 
the Faculty Senate. For that reason 
Cleveland a constitutional 
amendment might be necessary for 
the proposal to be implemented 
Cleveland also stated that he 
thought that a provision in the 
proposal which called for the PAC 
to meet in closed session might be 
illegal under the Brown Act, but he 
expressed his appreciation that the 
President had come to the Senates 
first rather than presenting them 
with the PAC as a fait accompli 
Student Senate Chair Dean 
Garrison said the Senate's 
resolution requested students ser-

Alternative Means Of

The Student-Faculty Ad Hoc Committee on Transportation teels 
that due to the ever-growing gasoline shortages and increasing air 
pollution, alternative means of transportation need to be explored for 
our campus 

Encouraging increased bicycle use is one of the important aspects of 
this exploration. The committee has, therefore, tentatively approved 
several recommendations listed below :n regards to bicycle use on cam- 
pus 

|. Upon completion of the new perimeter road around the cam pus, 
Moraga Way, Sinclair Road and Jedsmith Dr. (from the new Univer- 
sity Union Butlding to just beyond the Hornet Bookstore) should be 
closed to all automobile traffic. These roads would then be used to set 
up a circular bike route on the campus with Sinclair Road used to cross 
the route in the middle. These bike roads could also be shared by any 
future shuttle bus service that might be set up 

2. A paving job should be undertaken on the temporary construc- 
tion road behind the new Student Union and new Library buildings, so 
it could be used as the far end of the bike route 

3. Bicycle compounds should be built at several major buildings 
and service areas around the campus. There should be at least three 
bike compounds on each side of the campus —- one across from the 
bookstore, an expanded one at the foot of Guy West Bridge. one in 
back of the new Student Union builidng, an expanded one behind the 
Psychology building, the present one in front of the Outdoor Theater 
and the present one behind the old library building 

The administration has said that the bicycle compound by the Out- 
door Theater must come down because “it 1s not aesthetically 
pleasing.” 

Eventually all bicycle parking will be banned from the center of the 
campus for the same reasoning. With proper landscaping (hedges, etc.) 
bicycle compounds do not have to be ugly, but can be both useful and 
aesthetically pleasing 

The administration, by their bicycle parking policy and their policy 
of building ever-increasing numbers of parking lots, can only hope to 
encourage greater automobile use rather than the alternative means of 
transportation they say they want to see developed 

We, of the Faculty-Student Ad Hoc Committee on Transportation 
would, therefore, like to submit our recommendations for the 
development of a bike system, as phase one in the development of 
alternative means of transportation on campus, to the students. faculty 
and staff of CSUS for your consideration and comments

The event is being co-sponsored 
by Gay Studies and Cultural 
Programs. They hope that the 
series will “facilitate meaningful 
exchange between gays and 
straights, and broaden the cultura! 
pride and awareness of the gay 
community.” 


Stokes is an attorney tor the 
Society for Individual Rights 
(SIR) and has been involved in 
court cases regarding employment 
discrimination in the federal 
government and worked on sexual 
law reform in California. 

As an attorney, he is also a 
member of the San Francisco Bar- 
rister Club’s Non-Victim Crime 
Committee. He is currently wor- 
king with State Senator Milton 
Marks to draft legislation which 
revises all California Codes to 
redefine sex crimes regarding 
consenting adults and to eliminate 
public and private discrimination 
based on sexual orrentation.

Ken Lodge 
as J.B. approaches the depth of his 
tortured character. Lodge seems to 
understand the agonizing ques- 
tioning of a man who is punished 
for asking why. When Job rejects 
Satan and God in the final scene 
“We are and that ts all our answer.” 

both he and Strother capture the 
desperation, and now, perhaps, the 
answer, between two human beings 
in an unjust world 


A real spark in the play is Marsh 
McCandless as Nichols, who plays 
Satan. McCandless has created a 
totally behevable character, both 
despicable and sympathetic. His 
wide range of facial expressions 
give Nichols dimension, as well as 
the actor's ease on stage and his ob- 
vious understanding of the part 

Despite some of the produc- 
tion’s problems, | felt it was a play 
worth seeing. Mac Leish’s poetry is 
dark and melodious. though he 
tends to over-write in the scene 
between Job and comforters. The 
religious philosophy gets rather 
heavy, and Shirley Bobiles. Rick 
Holtver and Pat Robinson handle 


it well 


Steve Odehnal’s lighting design 
is most effective. It is obtrusive 
enough to move the mood of the 
play. but not blaring or slipshod.

SKI SHORTS — Short Skis vs. Long Skis 


By Scott Slotterbeck 


Moguls are funny, little bumps 
that are pushed up by skiers when 
they ski. These are getting taller, 
steeper. and closer together, and 
it’s those short skis that are doing 
it. The funny little bumps have 
changed enough to make long ski 
skiers curse and mumble far too 
often. The problem is that those 
short little skis make steeper, nar- 
rower moguls that longer skis can’t 
negotiate without serious breakage 
(bone or fiberglass) 

Long skis used to be a status in- 
dicator. The longer the ski, the 
better the skier you were. That's all 
changed. Now, if you'te skiing on 
anything longer than 200 cm., 
you're going to have trouble in 
those moguls 

About the only thing you can do 
in defense is give in, plunk down 
another $200 plus and buy a pair of 
shorter skis. With anything longer 
than 190’s, you're going to have 
trouble in the bumps. Many good

skiers are going down to 180s or 
even 170's 

Beginning skiers should start 
out on even shorter skis: [50's 
aren't too short. If you ski on 150's, 
though, don't buy a pair. Save your 
money and rent them until you are 
proficient enough to ski on longer 
skis 

Since it’s impossible to take a 
bunch of short skis out for a test 
drive, you'll have to depend ontwo 
things: vour knowledge about how 
you ski, and an honest ski sales- 
man The Ski and Skiing 
publications are a good place to 
start. They can give you an idea of 
what length and mode! ski you can 
live with. 


Weather: More snow in store 
for the weekend, especially at the 
higher elevations.
